OF NAZIS, RUSSIANS 
AS A “BOGEY MAN’ 


Polish Envoys in Paris, London Reject Pro- 
posal; Agreement Signed in Moscow Parti- 
tions Poland, Gives Germany Raw Materials 
From Russia and Implies Military Assistance.

BUDAPEST, Sept. 29.—(AP)—Diplo- 
matic circles at Ankara reported today Tur- 
key was ready to sign mutual assistance and 
economic agreements with France and Great 
Britain. 

Texts of the agreements already have 
been drafted, it was reported, and await the 
signature of Turkish Foreign Minister Sukru 
Saracoglu upon his return from Moscow.

Great Britain and France presented a front of steely 
resistance last night to any Russo-German “peace” offer 
based on the partition of Poland. Foreign observers saw 
an implied threat of possible Soviet military aid for Ger- 
many unless the allies agreed to peace on German terms. 

Russia, in concluding three agreements with Ger- 
many yesterday by which she gained about half of Poland 
and an outlet for much of her raw materials, joined the 
Nazis to try to compel Britain and France to make peace 
on Hitler’s terms. The Moscow agreements partitioned 


Poland with a warning to the rest of the world to keep 
hands off, and projected an economic program to furnish the 
| Nazis with Russian raw materials. 

| The two powers said they would “concentrate their efforts 
‘if necessary in co-operation with the other friendly powers” 
toward ending the war. Should such peace efforts fail, the dec- 
aration went on, “the fact would thereby be established that 
England and France are responsible for a continuation of the 
| war, in which case the governments of Germany and the U. S. 
5S. R. will consult each other as to necessary measures.”’ 

ALLIES TO STAND FIRM. 

However, the French government gave official indication 
last night it would reject any Russian and German proposals for 
peace based on the partition of Poland. The government’s po- 
| sition was made plain even before a peace offer had been for- 
|mally made, reports from Paris said. 
| Britain also presented a front of firm resistance to the 
|Moscow peace gesture which Germany and Russia backed by

On the same date the “floor for 
wages’ for all industries engaged 
in interstate commerce, or in the. 
production of goods for interstate | 
commerce, goes from 25 cents an, 
hour to 30 cents an hour, he an- 
nounced. 

It is estimated tha. about 175,- 
000 employes in the textile indus- 
try, as defined in this order, are 
presently being paid less than 
32% cents an hour. | 

The minimum wage rate of 
32 1-2 cents an hour was recom- | 
mended on May 23, by industry 
committee No. 1 under the fair la- 
bor standards act, Donald M. Nel-. 
son, chairman, after an investiga-| 
tion of conditions in the indus-| 
try. | 
Administrator Andrews held | 
public hearings on the recommen- |. 
dation in Washington and Atlan- 
ta over a period of three weeks, | 
in which more than 100 witnesses | 
were heard in support and oppo-.

In signing the order, Adminis- 
trator Andrews issued his “find- | 
ings and opinion” in which he 
said:

ter-relationships of the republics. 

On its face, the establishment and the pa- 
trol of the so-called safety zone is a simple 
matter. Actually it is an undertaking of un- 
precedented proportions and one which will re- 
quire a stern and unrelenting attitude toward 
all belligerents.

Reprieve of Necessity 

During the past several years the Nazi party 
in Germany has cruelly expelled doctors and 
nurses of Jewish blood, confiscated their prop- 
erty, thrown them into concentration camps 
and made life so hellish as to force thousands 
of others to flee the country rather than sub- 
mit. Now, ironically enough, no class of people 
in the Reich is more conscious of the fact that 
this was a horrible mistake than the Nazi lead- 
ers themselves. 

At the height of the fighting in Poland tens 
of thousands of wounded and sick arrived from 
the front. Scarcely a handful of doctors and 
nurses were available to care for them. Suf- 
ficient ambulances with trained attendants also 
were lacking. But this shortage will be far 
more acute when uncounted thousands of 
wounded start rolling back from the western 
front. 

So the leaders of the party are forced into 
granting a reprieve of necessity. Formerly 
hated doctors and nurses, driven by despera- 
tion to seek a haven elsewhere, are promised 
forgiveness for being “non-Aryan.” Notices 
have been posted in Antwerp and elsewhere 
begging doctors and nurses “of German na- 
tionality regardless of race,” to come “home” at 
once. All those returning are to be immediate- 
ly repatriated and paid for their confiscated 
property, according to the posters. 

“Come home at once, all is forgiven” has 
been regarded as a touching plea on many an 
occasion. But it remains to be seen what it 
will mean to over 3,000 Jewish doctors whose 
families were murdered, whose property was 
destroyed and who, themselves, had to flee the 
country of their birth to save their own lives.

U-BOATS IN CARIBBEAN? WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—A 
good many puzzling incidents of 


the last fortnight are explained by the fact that the President has 
received well-authenticated reports of a considerable number of 
submarines quietly operating in the region of the Caribbean. 

Possibly the reports should be classed with the alarmist rumors 
commonly current in wartime. The important point is that, pend- 
ing final proof, the reports are given serious credit in the highest 
quarters. The President himself has already gone out of his way 
to announce the sighting of two isolated sea raiders, one off Boston, 
which would presumably belong to the mysterious Caribbean fleet. 
The fleet, which is believed to number at least six and perhaps 
seven vessels, is, of course, thought to be German. 

The implications of the reports, if they are true, are more than 
striking. In the first place, in order to maintain a fleet of half 
a dozen submarines 3,000 miles from home, the German govern- 
ment must either have a supply ship in the Caribbean or a private 
harbor somewhere along the Caribbean’s shores. Without some such 
source of fuel and ammunition, no submarine could maintain itself 
for long. . 

In the second place, the existence of the fleet, if it does exist, 
constitutes much the most dangerous menace to American neutrality 
yet disclosed. With a base on this side of the Atlantic, the sub- 
marines will be able to lie off American ports, picking off English 
and French merchantmen as they set their course for the other side. 
The indignation that would be aroused by such a situation can be 
well imagined. Naturally, therefore, the neutrality patrols of the 
navy and coast guard are using all available resources, both of ships 
and planes, to discover the true state of affairs. It is vitally im- 
portant to locate the submarines and their source of supply, or to 


discover that they are not there. 


BITS OF A PUZZLE The puzzling incidents explained by be- 


lief in the possibility of a submarine 
fleet in the Caribbean are three in number. First is the President's 
above mentioned, quite unnecessary emphasis on submarines al- 
ready sighted, which was in the manner of the first slight hints the 
President loves to drop into the public mind when he has some- 
thing really startling up his sleeve. 

Second is the extraordinary emphasis, at the Pan-American con- 
ference in Panama, on the neutralization of coastal waters in this 
hemisphere. The President and the State Department are the real 
forces behind the seemingly spontaneous conference demand for a 
general declaration, warning belligerents away from a sort of hemi- 
spheric trade zone extending well out to sea. If the conference 
adopts one of the proposed resolutions embodying this warning, 
grounds will be provided for dealing with. the Caribbean situation. 
It is particularly notable that most of the resolutions would close 
all North, Central and South American harbors to belligerents war 
vessels. , 

And third is the astonishing haste with which the Pan-American 
conference was convened. It is difficult enough, at the best of times, 
to obtain results from these conferences, which usually produce 
solemn final acts warmly indorsing a late spring and an early fall 
and condemning the chinch bug or the man-eating shark. Results 
are almost impossible when this. country dragoons the Latin-Ameri- 
can nations into an early meeting, and imposes on them a ready- 


prepared agenda. Moreover, in this instance, the vast majority of 


the problems concerning neutrality have not reached the mature 


stage in which they may be profitably discussed. 

Yet: when Latin-American diplomats bitterly protested the undue 
hustling to the State Department, they were simply told that “the 
President is determined the conference shall open on September 
23.” Clearly there was some reason behind the President’s deter-

ONE WORD MORE

GEORGE AND SIMON Loyd George, who was prime minis- 
ter of Great Britain during the World 


War, has never liked Sir John Simon, present chance of the 
exchequer and former foreign minister. 

It was Lloyd George who said that “Simon had sat on the fence 
for so long the iron had entered his soul.” John Gunther reports 
another quotation by the little Welshman regarding Simon, as fol- 
lows: “Many a better man than he has crossed the floor of this 
house (of commons) before him, but none has left such a slimy 
trail of hypocrisy behind him.” 

With this background it should, therefore, occasion no surprise 
at all to find that in his last article, appearing: in syndicated form 
last Sunday, Lloyd George again harpoons his hapless foe. He de- 
clares Britain must take upon itself a large share of the respon- 
sibility for the speedy collapse of Poland. He argues thet England, 
before giving guarantees, should have carefully looked into the con- 
dition of her ally and, having ascertained that condition, taken steps 
to repair it where needed. 

“When they begged us for a loan to enable them to buy essential 
supplies, Sir John Simon haggled for a month, sought to impress 
upon them impracticable conditions, and finally agreed to lend a 
sum which is less than a single day's cost to us of the last war. 
When finally war came and German armies were on Polish soil, 
we took no decision for two days, and after that no action that had 
the slightest appreciable effect on the effectiveness of the German 
attack.” 

Simon is the man most cursed by English newspapermen. It 
was he who encouraged Japan in Manchuria; it was he who ignored 
Stressman's report on the needs of the German republic; it was he 
who insulted America’s Stimson; it was he who antagonized Eng- 
lish labor. Lloyd George, not entirely free of the charges of 
bungling, detests him and now finds his action with regard to Poland 
typical of the man who has bungled perhaps more than any other. 


THE KREMLIN SPEAKS Russia now threatens to join Ger- 
many in aggression against England 
and France unless they accept a “peace” dictated by Germany. 

It is easy enough for us, looking back, to see where mistakes were 
made. It must be wormwood and aloes to the Chamberlain gov- 
ernment to look back and know how badly they bungled the 
whole job. 

Had they invited Russia to sit in on that deal which led Yo Mu- 
nich, then the Russian bear would have heen in a better frame of 
mind and might have marched for England instead of Germany. 
Russia was shunted away. Chamberlain went three times to Ger- 
many. To Russia he sent only subordinates who were not empow- 
ered to act. 

Russia didn’t consider this a serious affront? Don’t think so for 
a minute. When V. M. Molotov addressed the Council of the Peo- 
ple’s Commissars on August 31, to tell of the pact with Germany, 
he referred time after time to the slur by England. He said: 

“They (the negotiations) encountered the difficulty that Poland, 
which was to be jointly guaranteed by Great Britain, France and 
the U. S. S. R., rejected military assistance on the part of the Soviet 
Union. . . . More, the negotiations showed that Great Britain was 
not anxious to overcome these objections of Poland, but on the 
contrary, encouraged them. 

“More, the British military mission arrived in Moscow without 
any mandate at all (general laughter), and it was only on the very 
eve of the breakdown of the negotiations they presented written 
credentials. But even these credentials were of the vaguest kind, 
that is, credentials without proper weight. .. .” 

[I have quoted from the official report of that speech. Molotov 
referred three times to the fact the British and French had sent a 
second-rate, powerless delegation.

the establishment of what is tantamount to ter- 
ritorial waters. It revises antedated three-mile 
and 12-mile limits to meet the need of modern 
conditions. It is, more than that, a crystalliza- 
tion of this hemisphere’s disgust with inter- 
national lawlessness and is the birth of a new 


‘era in human decency. 


For the purpose of this patrol, the United 
States has offered the services of its navy as a 
reinforcement to the fleets of smaller countries 
in the protection of their areas. The navy be- 
comes, in the final analysis, a western hem- 
isphere fleet rather than a single nation’s fleet, 
a condition made necessary by the inadequate- 
ness of the smaller navies in the face of a ma- 
jor threat. This means an entirely new rela- 
tionship between this country and the lands to 
the south; one which, by a single stroke, does 
more to weld the hemisphere into a co-operat- 
ing unit than any other single event in its his- 
tory. 

The establishment of the safety zone alone 
does not fully cushion the hemisphere against 
repercussions from the European storm. To 
complete that cushion, various other under- 
takings are being worked out in the Pan- 
American conference in Panama. The most 
important, and potentially the most signifi- 
cant, is the suggestion for the establishment 
of the “inter-American advisory committee” 
to study stabilization of monetary and com- 
mercial relationships among the American re- 
publics. When linked with the offer of the 
United States to bolster the internal economies 
of the Latin American republics with loans and 
technical assistance, this furnishes the basis 
for the development of the world’s richest 
economy in an area set apart from the remain- 
der of the world, willing to exchange in peace 
but insulated against the shocks of war. It is 
the foundation for what might be, in fact if 
not in name, the United States of the Western 
Hemisphere, an ideal in human existence based 
on mutual respect and co-operation. 

This is not to say that the path ahead is 
easy, or well charted. It is possible only be- 
cause the Roosevelt administration has pur- 
sued with uncanny foresight the good-neighbor 
policy and has laid the foundation of trust 
which permits the nations of this hemisphere 
to come together as equals to examine their fu- 
ture and to give into the hands of other coun- 
tries great privileges to be granted only where 
there is no fear. 

For this country it means grave responsi- 
bilities which, as a great power, the United 
States has at times been loath to accept. In 
the face of the debacle overseas and the de- 
termination to remain aloof, the people of all 
the Americas have come to regard this hem- 
isphere as the last trustee of civilization. In 
the light of this challenge, the nations of the 
hemisphere have risen to their heritage of 
freedom—and the eventual goal of human lib- 
erties for all men—and in mutual trust have 
reached at the conference table the momentous 
decisions which can forever reject the invasion 
of international lawlessness among peoples 


dedicated to peace. 
To the south, and neither to the east nor 


to the west, lies the destiny of the United 
States. It is not a destiny of force, but of 
peace, of co-operation and of respect for the 
pledged word. 


As supplied by the current headlines, the

The 
trend is definitely along war lines. 

Take the styles offered by a delegate from 
London, who introduced to the 8,000 members 
of the association his latest creations. They 
were “aircraft,” “camouflage” and “whirlpool,” 
all variations of the “up hair-do” which was 
the big coiffure idea last year. The “whirlpool” 
motive aims to show “confusion,” achieving 
the effect with a sort of round-and-round 
proposition for milady’s head.

CANADA GUARANTEED 
(From The Christian Science Monitor.) 

In only one sense, and that rarely recalled, do 
President Roosevelt's “guarantees” of Canadian 
territorial integrity, given last week and last. year, 
merit the comment that was made over them. 
The fact that the United States would certainly 
strike to the limit of its power in preventing any 
foreign aggression on Canadian soil is the best 
proof that no such aggression will ever occur on 
a serious scale. In short, a guarantee delivered 
with determination is the best safeguard against 
actual involvement, the best insurance for peace. 

The most obvious self-defense interests of the 
United States require such action. Canada ex- 
pects it, Britain expects it, and undoubtedly any 
potential aggressors expect it. Therefore, Canada 
is certainly one of the last places in the world 
that they intend to assail. 

Borderline cases might arise. Would the 
United States consider a German attack on Cana- 
dian-flag commerce, out in the Atlantic, as an act 
of aggression? Probably not. Would the United 
States take any action against submarines or com- 
merce raiders operating even in the Gulf of the 
St. Lawrence? Probably not. Would long-range 
bombing attacks on Canadian cities or strategic 
points, unlikely though these may be; be consid- 
ered ground for United States intervention? Prob- 
ably not, unless they definitely implied attempts 
to secure footholds. 

But, let any effort to violate Canadian soil by 
actual penetration be made or threatened, and the 
United States would certainly act promptly and 
decisively. Such an attack, therefore. is utterly 
improbable. How sensible, how ad

THE INFANCY OF JESUS. 

Sunday's lesson, chapters 1 and 
2, of the Gospel of Matthew, is a 
study of the infancy of Jesus. 
During this quarter we have the 
Gospel of Matthew as a study of 
the Kingdom of Heaven.

In addition to the excellent les- 
son helps provided by the various 
denominational publishing houses, 
I would suggest to all teachers 
that they get a copy of Broaddus’

commentary on Matthew. Best 
of all, of course, is a re-study of 
the Gospel itself. 

Broaddus says that the purpose 
of the Gospel of Matthew is two- 
fold: “To prove the fact that Je- 
sus was the Messiah, and to ex- 
hibit the true nature of the Mes- 
sianic reign.”
